$15. Per Pound Is A Big Price For 
Tobacco But That Is What Some 
Of Garrard Couniy ProdsctioD 
Brought. 

If anyone has a doubt about Gar- 
rard county being the prize tobacco 
growing county in the state, the fact 
that 5 pounds oi to ba cc o produced here 

brought $15. per pound in Lexington 
last week. should dispel it. The tobacco 
bring this unheard ot price was a sam- 
ple taken from a crop raised by Mr. Ben 
Kelly, and for which he received be- 
tween 24 and 25 cents per pound on the 
Lexington loose leaf market The follow- 
ing report sent to the Courier-Journal 
by their Lexington correspondent ex- 
plains the high price realized for the 
sample, and at the same time demons- 
trates the fact that Garrard county 
sends to market the best tobacco pro- 
duced in the state: 

"The highest price ever paid for leaf 
tobacco was brought here to-night when 
five pounds were aoM at auction for 
$75. The occasion was a sale of to- 
bacco samples at the Heidelberg dinner 
given by the Commercial Chib to-night. 
The money laised from the sale nf to- 
bacco samples will be used to prepare a 
large sign to be placed near the South- 
ern railroad tit pot proclaiming Lexing- 
ton the largest looseleaf tobacco mark- 
et in the wwM. The reeord price 
bundle was bought by Dr. Sam H. Hal- 
ley. It was grown by B. F. Kelly, of 
Garrard county.

The question of whether or not we 
shall have a new sdMol building with 
proper Nglit heat Md ventilation Is to 

be submitted to the people of this dis- 
trict on April 6th 1912. The repre- 
sentatives of the Stato Board Of 
Health, the county Snpt., and the 
board of Trustees, alter full investiga- 
tion have come to the eoneloaion that 
the present buildings are unsuitable 
for these purposes and the present 
building has been condemned, and the 
only solution is to buiki a new building, 
in order tiiat the school children can 
get the benefits that are due them. 

It is estimated on scientific investiga- 
tion that with our present buildings, 
that 25 i)er cent of our .school ihildren 
will have defective eyesight, and that 
a great many will be KaMe to contract 
the common diseases frcm which hu-

Governor McCreary baa 

his signature to an act passed by 
recent legislature which grants to 
vivers of the "Loat cause" under 
tain conditions, a pension of $10. 
month. Widows are also to profit 
the act. Capt. J. A. Doty tells 
that he anticipates the filling of at 
least six claims from this county, three 
for soldiers who are living and three 
for widows of those who have died. 

We give below a brief synopsis of 
the measure :- 

Granting a pension of $10. per month 
to all Confederate Veterans *who have 
been residents of the state since Jan. 
1, 1907 and who served for one year, 
and to their s ar v i > ln g widows, provid- 
ed they were married previous to Jan. 
1, 1890. Any one prevented irom serv- 
ing the r e quir ed length <rf time be- 
cause of sickness or injury sustained in 

the service is entitled to the benefits 
of the net. and ha^^ itttafawd the 

age of 65 years places one on the 
disabled list and subject to pension. 

No person is entitled to a pension 
who is capable of earning a livelihood 
by manual labor, or by reason of know- 
lede or skill in any craft, trade or 
profession, who has a net income of 
$300. or more per year; who posesses 
property to the value of ISBOO., or who 
inany manner has his uuf t V K i or main- 
tenance provided for. 

The Governor, Secertary of State 
and Auditor shall compose the State 
Pension Board, aad their dtcinioa aa to 
the granting or r s j s et io a of daims 
shall be final. * 

Applicatioas diall be filed in the 
County Court in the county in which 
tbe claimant resides, evidence of 
eharaetw 4k C to be filed and heaid in 
open court, the Judge thereof sending 
said evidence to gether with bis rec- 
oBBSsendation to tiie Patdon Board. 

Payments will be made four times 
per year, Augast, November, February 
and May.
